TIRADE BY BLANTON 
ENDS STAPLES TRIAL: 


Crowd Cheers as Texan 
Denounces Police and 
Witnesses. 


LOUDLY DEMANDS 
QUICK ACQUITTAL 


Holds That Underworld Was 
Combed to Aid “Frame-Up” 
Against Accused Offiser. 


The turbulent ten-day trial of 
Policeman Orville Staples ended yes- 
terday with Representative Thomas L 
Blanton, of Texas, defense counsel, 
coatless and calling at the top of his 
leather-lunged voice for “justice” amid 
the wildest demonstration by spectators 
ever enacted at a police trial board 
hearing. 

Blanton used most of the hour and 
20 minutes allotted him to sum up the 
case in a scathing attack on Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Robert L. Will- 
iams, the prosecutor who quit the trial 
in a huff yesterday, and for bitter ac- 
cusations against Policemen Joseph 
Hunt and Frederick Schenck, of the 
rhird Precinct, who Blanton chatged 
with having combed the underworld 
for evidence to “frame” Staples. 
The Texan was well worn out physi- 
cally as he concluded his plea for a 
‘quick verdict” for Staples, who faced 
the trial board on charges involving 
alleged bribe taking, hi-jacking and 
improper conduct with women. 

Crowd Cheers Blanton, 
The crowd of spectators which 
jammed to near suffocation the room 
at the Sixth Precinct Police Station in 
which the trial was held was worked 
up to a high pitch of excitement by 
the Texan's charges. At the concluston 
of Blanton’s remarks the crowd gave 
vent to its emotions, emitting shouts 
and roars of approval and greeted the 
Texan with an outburst of hand-clap- 
ping and feet stamping that brought 
a broad grin to the face of- the grim- 
featured Blanton.

a Democrat, was appointed late today 
by Gov. A. V. Donahey to succeed the 
late Frank B. Willis as United States 
senator from Ohio.

son of the Buckeye State for the Ree 
publican presidential nomination, died 


in the course of a political rally in bee | 


half of his campaign at’ Delaware, Ohio, 
his home, last Friday night. — 

Locher will present himsel? in 
Washington April 16 for the oath of 
senator after devoting the week in- 
tervening to the affairs of his State 
office. Some months ago he an-« 
nounced he would be a candidate j 
succeed United States Senator Sim 
D. Fess for the long term. Now, 1 
expected that he will be a cand?! 
at the November election to su 
himself next March. 


Presidency Mentioned. 


In presenting the credentials of 
pointment to Mr. Locher in a b 
ceremony in the governor’s office, 
A. Meckstroth, the chief executive 
secretary, said: 

“We hope that Mr. Locher will ree 
main in the Senate unti] 1938, wher 
he should be a candidate to succeed 
Gov. Donahey as President of the 
United States.” 

Locher replied: “I want to assure you 
that I will not disgrace you in the 
Senate, and that I will do all in my 
in 
me.” 

Though Donahey has made no formal 
announcement, he is expected to ap- 
point Lieut. Gov. Earl D. Bloom to the 
post of commerce director. In that 
event he-is undecided who will suce 
ceed Bloom, he said. 

Locher, during the five years he 
has served as commerce director, has 
been one of the governor's closest po- 
litical advisers. 

His work in cleaning up the “blue 
sky” department, which comes under 
his administration, won him recogni- 
tion as a terror to fake stock pro- 
moters. 


Was Born on a Farm. 

The new Senate appointee spent his 
early years on a farm in Putnam 
County, where he was born March 8, 
1878. He attended the county high 
school and later entered Ohio Wes- 
leyan University, where he received 
the degrees of bachelor of arts and 
master of arts. Hampered by lack of 
funds to continue his college educa- 
tion, he stoked furnaces and mowed 
lawns to aid him in achieving his am- 
bition. | 

He became superintendent of schools 
at Woodfield in 1903 and two years 
later entered Western Reserve Univer- 
sity Law School at Cleveland. In 1906 
he was admitted to the Ohio bar and 


one of his classmates in passing the ~ 


bar examination was the late Senator 
Willis. 

Politics attracted Locher two years 
later. Newton D. Baker, then city 
solicitor of Cleveland and later Secre- 
tary of War, named him assistant s0- 
licitor. After a brief retirement to 
practice law privately he reentered 
politics and was elected prosecuting 
attorney of Cuyahoga County (Cleve- 
land). 
in 1917 he remained out of the po- 
litical arena until six years later when 
Gov. Donahey appointed him com- 
merce director.

Columbus, Ohio, April 5.—Cyrus 
Locher, Cleveland, who was named to- 
day ‘by Gov. A. V. Donahey to succeed 
the late Frank B. Willis as United 
States senator from Ohio, is described 
by himself as having no hobby but 
hard work. He is 50 years of age, 
looks much younger, is married and 
has no children. He is a man of 
independent means, although not 
wealthy.

Emerging from a Sanitary grocery 
store at 1211 Twelfth street northeast, 
where they held up Elmer W. Raffens- 
perger, manager, robbing him of $43, 
two masked and armed bandits yester- 
day afternoon were the targets of shots 
from a gun in the hands of Mrs. Pearl E.

Mrs. Conner, a trained nurse, wit- 
nessed the approach of a large touring 
car, bearing three young men who 
drove in front of her house, which 
is just around the corner from the 
store. She thought nothing of it and 
was going about her household duties 
when Mrs. J. W. Jones, who lives at 
400 M street, next door, called her on 
the telephone and told her that two 
men, wearing handkerchiefs about their 
faces, had entered the store. 

Procuring her husband’s_ revolver 
from its place beneath a pillow in the 
bedroom, Mrs. Conner arrived at the 
second-fioor rear window, overlooking 
the store entrance, in time to see the 
fleeing pair rushing out, their masks 
still In place. She opened fire, her last 
shot being directed at thé automobile 
in which the trio were racing north 
on Fourth street. 

Although she has never before fired 
a pistol, Mrs. Conner and Raffensperger 
are both confident that one of the rob- 
bers was hit.

wit and optimism, 
For 70 years he was in demand as 


a speaker at all sorts of functions and 
his reputation for the wit and wisdom 
of his remarks increased with his years. 

His humor was never of the caustic 
sort that gets a laugh at the discom- 
fiture of any one, and in all his deal- 
ings Depew was equally careful never 
to slight or offend, He cultivated people 
because he liked them and he was 
often described as a man without an 
enemy. 

Although he lived far. longer than 
most, he never lost his keen interest 
in life and often expressed. the hope 
that he would reach the century mark. 
His optimism concerning humanity was 
unbounded and his belief was firm 
that the world was steadily becoming 
a better place to live in. He was a 
champion of youth and never joined 
with those who professed to see evi- 
dence in modern youth of any lower- 
ing of standards. 

Messages of condolence and tribute 
poured into the Depew home and the 
New York Central offices from all parts 
of the country. he great marble con- 
course of the Grand Central term ™al, 
one of the busiest places in New York, 
was draped in biack.

Mr. Depew had known intimately ev- 
ery President from Lincoln to Coolidge. 
His first meeting with Lincoln occurred 
while Depew was secretary of state of 
New York. Upon entering the White 
House reception room and seeing the 
kind-hearted President surrounded by 
scores of office-seekers and other favor- 
hunters, Depew turned to go.

Just as Depew was preparing to start 
for Japan, Commodore Vanderbilt ac- 
quired the New York & Harlem Rail- 
rcad—128 miles of “junk” as he after- 
ward described it. He called upon De- 
pew and offered him the position of 
general counsel at a salary of $7,500 a 
year, but the young lawyer promptly 
informed the financier that he was to 
receive a much higher salary as minis- 
ter to Japan.

Block Relief in Arkansas 
and Oklahoma. 


CLOUDBURST HITS TOWN 


Kansas City, April 5 (A.P.)—Loss of 
life and property damage mounted to- 
day as the Souhtwest checked the ef- 
fect of yesterday’s series of wind, rain 
and hail storms and small tornadoes. 
seven persons were known. dead, sev- 
eral were missing and more than a 
score seriously injured. 

Descending temperatures and threats 
of more rain together with minor wind 
disturbances handicapped relief work- 
ers today, adding to the suffering of 
many people made homeless. Rising 
streams which approached the flood 
stage in several sections’ were, watched 
with concern, 

Greatest loss of life was at Shawnee, 
Okla., caught without warning in the 
path of a cloudburst that threw a small 
creek into a raging torrent, driving 
more than 1,000 residents from their 
homes. Nearly seven inches of rain 
accompanied by damaging hail fell in 
two hours. 

Four persons, three men and a 
woman, perished and two others are be- 
lieved to have drowned. The dead are 
Mrs. Joseph Campbell, her adopted son, 
Fred, 18; Jesse Cruz and John Lewis,

Near Lincoln, Ark., Tony 
Spears, 12, was killed and five other 
members of the family injured, his 
father dangerously, when their home 
was wrecked. 

Several small tornadoes in Texas 
caused some property damage but no 
loss of life. Shortly after teachers had 
herded 45 pupils into a storm cave 
near the Stage Stand Schoolhouse at 
Duncan, Okla., yesterday, the school 
b ‘lding was demolished by a tornado, 
Twenty homes were damaged or de- 
stroyed, but proximity of storm caves 
prevented any loss of life. 

Three “twisters,” only one of which 
struck Duncan, passed on into Wash- 
ington County, Ark., where a wide area 
was laid waste. Many persons were in- 
jured. 

Oil fields in Greenwood and Butler 
counties, Kans., caught the full brunt 
of the high winds, and more than 125 
derricks toppled and smashed.

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A BRITISH M'NARY-HAUGEN FLASCO. 


The collapse of the British rubber monopoly 
strikes a body blow at the NcNary-Haugeniltes, 
They have been pointing to the rubber mo- 
nopoly as a shining example of the effect of 
government restriction. They told how rubber 
planters were protected against the evils of 
overproduction, and how they were always as- 
sured of high prices through government con- 
trol. 

Now the seamy side of the picture is pre- 

sented, as the British government the 
planters in British Malaya confronted with 
destructive competition by the Dutch planters, 
who have rushed production and captured the 
markets that the British McNary-Haugenites 
were losing. The only thing that could save 
the British planters was to abandon the 
tempt at monopoly and permit the planters to 
go out into the market and dispose of their 
yubber for what they could get. As the Dutch 
produce rubber now on a large scale and have 
introduced economies which the British com- 
panies did not feel called upon to introduce, it 
-is a question whether British Malaya can stand 
against the competition. 
Believing that they possessed power to main- 
tain a monopoly in crude rubber, the British 
planters did not hesitate to demand of their 
government that it put into effect a law similar 
to that which the MecNary-Haugenites are der 
manding in respect of wheat, corn, cotton and 
other American staples. The British govern- 
ment attempted the impossible feat of trying 
to overrule the law of supply and demand. 
The result is the partial loss of the market, 
severe depression in the price of rubber, and 
the probability that many rubber companies 
will collapse. 

One of the powerful factors that broke the 
back of the British rubber monopoly was Secre- 
tary Hoover’s campaign, which drew rubber 
consumers together and induced them to con- 
serve rubber, to seek substitutes, and to de- 
velop new sources of supply. The demand for 
rubber was greatly decreased through these 
measures, and the monopoly prices were ham- 
mered down. In the meantime Americans 
planted rubber plantations in Liberia, Sumatra 
and elsewhere, and in due season these planta- 
tions will be in bearing. What seemed to be an 
airtight monopoly was broken, partly by 
competing producers and partly by the reduc- 
tion of demand by consumers. The law of Sup- 
ply and demand, ih other words, triumphed 
éver the attempt to destroy it. The same thing 
would happen if the United States should be 
foolish cnough to attempt to set up a monopoly 
of wheat, corn, cotton, &c., for the benefit of 
American agriculture, without regard to 
retaliation by foreign consumers and competl- 
tive producers. 

There are a few other monopolies that are 
scheduled for the scrap heap. Brazilian coffee 
is one of them. Coffee producing countries like 
Costa Rica, Nicaragua, Honduras and Santo 
Domingo are increasing their acreage rapidly. 
The Brazilian monopoly will be broken by 
competition. 
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CUTTING DOWN FIRE LOSSES.

“THE MEN OF THE TREES.” 


An organization started six years ago by an 


Englishman among African tribesmen in tfe 
highlands of Kenya, with the object of en- 


couraging the natives to replant denuded 
areas, has extended the scope of its operations 
and is now seeking to educate public opinion 
throughout the British Empire in forestry and 


to instill love of trees into all sections of the 


community. To this organization has been 
given the appropriate title of “The Men of 
the Trees.”” It is now so securely established 
that it has attained the dignified position of 
holding annual meetings in public. 

At the latest of these held a few days ago 
in London Prof. W. Dawson, of the School of 
Forestry, of Cambridge, delivered a thought- 
ful address. Dealing with allegations and 
predictions made by certain authorities that 
there is likely to be a timber famine, he said 
that the trend of practical forestry is in the 
opposite direction, that bold efforts are being 
made to improve existing forests and lay down 
new ones, and that this latter statement ap- 
plies not to England alone, but also to prac- 
tically every part of the world. He, therefore, 
does not believe a timber famine to be 
imminent, especially in hard woods, but he 
thinks that timber will be dearer, that new 
methods of extraction will have to be found 
and that substitutes will have to be discovered 
for the common soft woods now in use. The 
devastation of woodlands in America, com- 
bined with the enormous consumption of 
coniferous timber, particularly spruce and 
pine, in Europe, will, he believes, make the 
British people plant such trees wherever pos- 
sible and also cause the substitution of these 
trees for existing broad-leaved trees like oak 
and beech, with a regrettable change in the 
appearance and character of British wood- 
lands, which only an exceptional degree of 
expediency could justify. The idea that broad- 
leaved trees may get scarcer and scarcer and 
coniferous trees more and more prevalent 
causes consternation among all tree lovers, 


especially those who have an artistic seuse,

Never before in history has a government 
adopted such a comprehensive program of 
veteran relief. The manifold activities of the 
Veterans’ Bureau require a budget running 
into the hundreds of millions. Each year the 
budget has become larger, yet paradoxically 
the administrative expense has become ‘ess. 
Since March 2, 1923, the bureau ‘has been dl- 
rected by Brig. Gen, Frank T. Hines, who has 
made a remarkable record for efficiency, 

For the fiscal year ended June 30, 1923, 
the Veterans’ Bureau expended for medical and 
hospital services, and compensation and in- 
surance to disabled veterans and their de- 
pendents, approximately $267,500,000. For 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1927, this 
figure had grown to nearly $326,000,000, For 
the former period salaries and expenses were 
$44,600,000. For the year just passed, ex- 
penses had been reduced to $36,400,000, On 
March 1, 1928, there were 679,900 insurance 
policies in force with a total value of more 
than $3,200,000,000, upon which dividends 
amounting to more than $17,000,000 had been 
paid. More than 3,000,000 adjusted compensa- 
tion certificates had been issued, having a 
total value of $3,350,000,000, 

It will be many years before the Veterans’ 
Bureau can close its doors. Judging from the 
experience of the Pension Bureau the peak of 
activities has not yet been ap- 
proached. The country is fortunate in that the 
administration of the bureau is in capable 
hands. It is to be hoped that through the 
years the present high standard of efficiency 
can be maintained,

THE INGREDIENT OF

50° per cent had had one or more per- 
manent teeth removed. 

33 per cent had no tonsils. 

20 per. cent had had the appendix re- 
moved. 

The histories investigated showed 
that prohibition or self-control—one 
or both--had made good with Dr. 
Fitz's patients. 


Most of the women on the list suf- 
ered from constipation in some degree. 
The men were more fortunate. Few 
had definite insomnia, though some 
were poor sleepers. Almost every one 
on the list had some worry or some 
cause of unhappiness to contend with. 

Indigestion was the most frequent 
symptom which sent these well people 
to the physicians. It was responsible 
for the uneasiness of one-third the to- 
tal number. 

Dr. Fitz’s experience taught him a 
long time ago that certain symptoms 
did not have the meaning most people 
thought. Indigestion seldom indicates 


a disorder of the stomach.

If the soll is heavy it is well to put 
a quantity of fairly large stones un- 
derneath the catch basin so that the 
water may seep away. If an excessive 
amount of water has to be taken care 
of, the upper tile can be provided with 
a four-inch tee outlet which can be 
connected to a drain line leading to 
some place where the water can be dis- 
posed of easily. 

It is usually unwise to use tile of 
smaller size than 18 inches, for al- 
though a smaller tile will often take 
care of the water, it is hard to clean 
when it gets filled up with sand and 
leaves, as is sure to happen occasionally.

Neclarips that bankers should en-! 
feavor to give advice on investments to 
those who obviously need to be guided 
but that the advice, when given, should 
retiect the bankers’ best judgment 
based on the most reliable information 
ootainable, John Poole, president of the 
Aemecbeng American National Bank, ad- 
ressed the Southern Regional Savings 
Peatececs. savings bank division, 
American Bankers Association, yesterday 
on the program of a two-day session be- 
ing held in Richmond, Va. The sub- 
ject under discussion was “How Far 
Should a Bank Go in Advising Its Cus- 
tomers as to Their Investments?” 

“Competent advice can be had,” said 
Mr. Poole, “and each bank must deter- 
mine for itself whether or not it must 
be had outside of the bank or inside. 

“These are modern times,” the Wash- 
ington banker said, “and service is the 
keynote. The bank that equips itself 
with the right personnel for investment 
service, the same as it does with the 
right personnel for its other deparit- 
ments, is keeping pace with modern 
times.” 

Another Washington banker taking 
part in yesterday’s program was Fred- 
erick P, H. Siddons, secretary of the 
American Security.& Trust Co., who 
read & paper answering the question, 
“Should Savings Accounts Be Segregated 
and Put Under Legal Restrictions as ta 
Investments?” 

Presenting the laws of various, States 
as examples in connection with segre- 
gation of savings accounts a full dis- 
cussion of the advantages and disad- 
vantages was had and while no definite 
conclusion was reached, it was the opin- 
ion that where laws are in force which 
demand a segregation of accounts and 
the Limitation of investmegts, such laws 
should be made applicable to all banks,

Final drafts of the revised merger 
a-reement and the bill to be submitted 
to Congress were completed yesterday 
anu the two documents were set up in 
type preparatory to being printed. The 
etockholders of the Washington Rapid 
Transit Co. will meet at 10 a. m. to- 
day to take a final vote on the modified 
agreement and bill. 

It is said that several changes have 
been made in the merger plan since 
the commission wrote its letter to the 
companies suggesting modifications of 
the original +r-‘eement. What these 
are was not revealed, but it is said that 
they are minor. 

It is said to be the present plan of 
the commission to make the text of the 
new agreement public when it had been 
finally agreed to by all parties and at 
the time it is sent to the Capitol. 


Make Plans, 


What course events will take when 
the committees of ‘Congress begin con- 
sideration of the proposals became more 
or less indefinite yesterday when it be- 
came known that the proponents of the 
traction companies’ merger plan in the 
Federation of Citizens Associations were 
rallying their forces to make an effort 
to prevent opposition to the modified 
agreement and bill on Capitol Hill. 

E. S. Hege, Hugh Frampton and E.

It developed yesterday that they were 
armed with a letter from James G.

The implication of the inquiry was 
said to be that Roberts had told Fle- 
harty that the commission’s action was 
acceptable, notwithstanding that he 
had given out newspaper interviews 
thereafter that he was opposed to the 
modified plan. 


Fleharty Withholds Letter.

FPleharty told the three delegates that 
there was no foundation in fact for 
the implications of the letter. They 
then, it is said, asked him what views 
Roberts had expressed and Fleharty re- 
fused to answer, stating that he did not 
propose to mix into federation politics. 

Hege denied yesterday that the visit 
of himself and associates 
had anything to do with Roberts’ can- 
didacy for membership of the citizens’ 
advisory council. He said that the pro- 
merger group was trying to find out 
where Roberts stood on the modified 
plan, with a view to passing on whether 
or not the public utilities committee 
would be authorized to go before com- 
mittees of Congress to represent the 
federation in the merger issue. 

Hege did not explain why he and his 
associates had not asked Roberts for 
his views instead of, trying to get 
them from Fleharty.

MEASURE, INTRODUCED, 
PLANS FREE TEXTBOOKS 


Bill to Affect High Schools Is 
Backed by Capper and 
Zihiman. 


BLUE-SKY LAW PROPOSED 


A bill to provide high school students 
and students in the ninth grade of the 
junior high schools with free text books 
and supplies was introduced in the 
House and Senate yesterday, along with 
two other bills. 

One of these would give the District 
a “blue sky” law and give the Commis- 
sioners power to stop the sale of “wild- 
cat” stocks and securities here. Wash- 
ington, it is said, is a mecca for the 
venders of worthless stocks and securi- 
ties. 

The third bill would permit the Com- 
missioners to remove the remains now 
buried in the grounds of St. Francis de 
Sales Catholic Church and bury them 
elsewhere. The District proposes to ac- 
quire the property for school purposes. 

The blue-sky bill, which is broader 
in scope than other such bills which 
have been introduced for the District, 
was Offered by Senator Capper, chair- 
man of the Senate District committee. 
He and Representative Zihlman, chalir- 
man of the House District committee, 
introduced the free textbook and ceme- 
tery bills. 

The textbook bill was sponsored by 
the Board ‘of Education. Pupils in the 
elementary schools already are pro- 
vided with free books and supplies. It 
is estimated that the original cost of 
supplying these to high-school students 
would be $242,088, the cost dropping to 
$100,000 a year later on. Many States 
have enacted similar legislation.

WOODRUM ATTACKS. 


WFLCH'S PAY BNE 
MEASURE IN HOUSE 


Bill Increases Big Salaries 
More Than “Starvation” 
Incomes, He Says. 


POINTS OUT DIFFERENCE 
IN ESTIMATES OF COST 


Urges That Own Measure Be 
Substituted, and Will Ask 
Committee Hearing. 


The disagreement in the civil service 
committee over the Welch pay-raise bill 
for Federal employes had an echo in the 


House itself yesterday when Repre- 
sentative Woodrum (Democrat), of Vir- 
ginija, a member of the committee, 
openly attacked the measure. The 
Welch bill, Woodrum said, does too 


ing wage” and not enough for those 
receiving a “starvation wage.” 

To illustrate this, Woodrum pointed 
out that under the Welch bill a clerk 
receiving $1,100 would be raised to 
$1,500, an increase of only $360 a year, 
while the employe receiving $7,500 
would be raised to $9,000, an increase 
of $1,500 a year. 

Woodrum then called attention to his 
own bill, which would give a flat $300. 
increase to all Federal employes covered 
by the Welch bill. His bill, he said, 
was designed to provide immediate re- 
lief to the low-salaried employes. 


Other Faults Pointed Out. 


One great advantage of his Dill, 
Woodrum said, was that there would 
be no trouble in computing its cost to 
the Government. This, he said, would 
be $40,500,000. 

Another great fault with the Welch 
bill, he said, was that nobody: seemed 
to know just what it would cost, and 
he recalled that the estimate of the 
Federation of Federal Employes was 
$35,000,000: that of the Bureau of 
ficiency, %€8,000,000. and that of 
Bureau of the Budget, $90,000,000. 

“In my opinion,” he said, “the 
ministration would not approve of 
consideration of a bill when it 1s 
known definitely what effect that 
would have on the Government 
roll.”

For New Reservoir 


Bids will be opened by the United 
States District Engineer’s office April 
25 for construction of a third high 


reservoir at the intersection of Thirty- 
Ninth and Davenport streets. 

The existing reservoir stands on the 
highest land in the District, has been 
in continuous service many years, and 
has a working capacity of 5,000,000 
gallons, which is taxed by the demands 
of the growing sections it serves.
